DEM OCRATIC CONVENTION. 


A G enuine O ld-T im e G ath erin g o f U nal­ 
loyed Ja ck so n ian * 


O k l a h o m a , March 11th.—The prospect of an 
Oklahoma Territorial 
Government at 
Con­ 
gressional hands in the immediate future lias 
drawn party lines and the dominant parties 
are waging an aggressive campaign. 
The "negro colonization” scheme and the 
“sooner” and “anti-sooner” fight lends consid­ 
erable interest to the Democratic Convention 
which convenes here to day. 
Early th is m o r n i D g th e " b o o m e r " d e le g a tio n 
b e g a n to a r r iv e , m o s tly “Texans a n d Arkun- 
s a w s ,” a n d all were armed to th e te e th , with 
fly in g b a n n e r s and keeping pat tim e to t h e 
m artial m u s ic of a dozen brass bands. 
The boomers proceeded to the Convention 
hall, cracking revolvers as they went and shout­ 
ing loudly for Cleveland. Of all the ludicrous 
Conventions, this must be awarded the palm. 
A Stillwater delegate came well armed and 
prepared to resist any cspersons upon h i, char­ 
acter which he expected Irom acertain quarter. 
He was not disappointed. The two “boomers” 
freely exchanged opprobious epithets, and 
when the Chairman appointed Deputy United 
States Marshals Thornton and Overton to eject 
the obstreperous “boomers,” the uncharitable 
Stillwater delegate intimated in unbecoming 
language that “certain m arital infelicities back 
in the Stateb” had banished the Chairman to 
Oklahoma. 
An oppressive silence reigned in the Con­ 
vention. The Chaiiman stood aghast and his 
face was a sturdy surprise 
Anger and fear 
contended for the mastery of his countenance. 
The Sergeauts-nt-Arms endeavored to remove 
the Stillwater “boomer.' but the effort created a 
scene of pandemonium. The Convention rose 
to its feet as one man and several excited 
“boomers” felt for their weapons. 
‘ Is this here a —----- Republican Conven­ 
tion ?” demanded a way-back "boomer,” witli 
a cocklebnrr in his hair. 
“No, n o ! ’ responded the imterrified Demo­ 
cracy with one voice. 
“Then put away your weapons.” 
The Convention finally lapsed ioto compara­ 
tive tranauility, but the “boomers" being geu- 
eraily unfam iliar with parliam entary usage, in­ 
terposed all sorts of motions and points ol or­ 
der and involved the Convention in many lu­ 
dicrous situations, and it was eooq converted 
into another Bedlam. 
During the afternoon a T .rrrtorial Committee 
was appointed to take cha.-ge of the campaign, 
and voluminous resolutions were adopted. It 
was unanimously resolvod that the Republican 
party was “ infirm, decrepit and rascally, and 
totally incapacitated for the great work of re­ 
forming the people and shaping the destinies of 
the nation.” 
The negro colonization scheme was severe,T 
denounced, and the "niggeis” of Oklahom* 
were included in one sweeping anathem a by the 
"boomer” orators.

Recently some am ateur detective work fixed 
the blame for a good deal of the loss of )>ouitry 
and other chattels on three men named Crane, 
who. though grown, lived w ith their parents. 
They were several times warned to leave the 
vicinity, but gave no head. 
Last night about twenty-five men, carefully 
disguised, rode up io the Crane dwelling. T hi 
feet of the horses were muflled with old rags 
and pieces of blankets, and the Cranes were 
completely surprised. The three men were se­ 
cured and taken to a wood half a mile away, a 
guard remaining with the old folks to see that 
they did not give an alarm. In the woods the 
alleged culprits were stripped to the waist, tied 
with their faces to a tree aud then given thirty 
lashes on the bare back with a blacksnake 
whip, which brought the blood at every blow. 
The meu screamed with agony, but it went 
o n .an d o n eo f them, John, the eldest, fainted 
under the pain. At the conclusion of the puu- 
ishmcnt the backs of the victims were caiciuliy 
washed and a salve and bandage were applied, 
and they were conducted to their home and 
warned to Ire gone before next Sunday. Ali 
three of the men are in bad shape, aDd John is 
unable to be up. A num ber of other parties in 
the neighborhood were warned to leAve. No 
one knows who the White Caps were, but it is 
safe to guess that the farmers in the vicinity 
could find out. 


MONEY IN IC E .

B o st o n , March 11th.—The fortune that awaits 
the lucky men is illustrated in the report made 
by a correspondent who recently visited Maine. 
“Everybody there,” he writes, “ is crazy over 
ice. Meu are giving up their regular affairs to 
make monsy on ice. Everyone is at work on 
ice, filling the ice houses, building s'acks on the 
river banks, hauling, selling and shipping the 
silvery ice—silvery in more senses than one. In 
Bangor and Augusta coal dealers with empty 
sheds are filling them with ice. Toe streets are 
full of teams carrying the precious loads to the 
storehouses yet unfilled, and actually they are 
filling the basements of some stores with ice. 
A company with 
houses 
and 
machinery 
all on hand and in good shape can house the 
ice for 15 or 20 cents a ton. Yet a manager of 
one of the large companies refused to sell lor $9 
a ton, although he could have sold 5,000 tons 
under a contract. If he had sold 5,000 tons at 
S4 he would have made a clear profit of SIS.OOO 
or so. There is another m anager who last Sep­ 
tember took a contract to deliver 10,000 tons this 
spring and summer for from 50 to 75 cents a ton. 
Although this pays him a good profit, on the 
distant horizen toward the setting sun he sees a 
golden eagle flying from him representing $65,­ 
000, just the difference from the price he could 
have obtained it he had waited till the early 
days of March."

The Captain of the vessel was 
absent at the time oi the trouble, but will carry 
the case before the British Consul, and the latter 
will lay it before the British Minister at Wash­ 
ington. Admiralty lawyers say the Justice’s 
proceedings are entirely illegal and will prob­ 
ably get him into siríou» trouble.

Nevertheless, the protest goes up, and 
though it was heated and ill-considered 
expression in which the principal speaker 
indulged, the outcome will be what we 
have forecast. It is simply impossible that 
such a system as Mr. Kenuan has so 
graphically described, and that is so an­ 
tagonistic to the spirit of the century, can 
long exist in a nation that claims to rank 
with the civilized and refined.

CHEAT AND SHALL ELOCKADES OF SNOW. 


On the 6th init. dispatches from the 
Ernst announced the blocking of many rail­ 
roads in that section because of a fall of 
snow. 
In the vicinity of New York we 
are toid that travel was much retarded by 
a six-inch fall. 
A dispatch from Xewburg 
spoke of drifts two feet in bight, and of 
trains being stopped by them. 
A Pough­ 
keepsie dispatch told of roads being block­ 
aded by snow a foot deep on the level. 
A 
Scranton (Pa.) dispatch related that thir­ 
teen inches of snow had fallen in that 
State, and that on the mountain divisions 
railroads were blocked and trains had 
ceased running. 
So the story went on; all 
over the East the snow fell from six to 
thirteen inches deep, and drifted to the 
hight of two feet; whereupon the railroad 
authorities called a halt, and traffic ceased. 
A terrible calamity, to be sure. 
Yet in 
the upper Sierras, on the east border 
of California, and in the Shasta mount­ 
ains on our north, snow fell to the 
depth of eight, ten, twenty feet before any 
thought of a blockade was entertained. 
Between Colfax and Reno the snow was 
from eight to twentv-tivc feet deep on the 
level, and along the track routes the drifts 
were from fifty to one hundred and fifty 
feet in depth. 
Against such obstacles the 
railway men of California threw themselves 
with a resolution to conquer, and conquer 
they did, and to-day trains are running 
between hanks of snow on these routes from 
ten to fifty feet high. 
The carping, fault-finding press of this 
State that began to “howl” so soom as a 
solitary train was stopped, and scourged 
the California railway men because for a 
few days the forces of nature prevailed, 
have not a word to say in criticism of the 
Eastern railway operators, who retired 
their locomotives to the round houses in 
the face of drifts of the enormous bight 
of two feet, and ceased to accommodate 
the public when the snow thirteen inches 
deep impeded the way. There is no win­ 
ter that on the mountain divisions of the 
California roads the snow does not fall 
three times as deep as that reported in 
Pennsylvania, and yet the California trains 
sweep along, and such a thing as a block­ 
ade is not even thought of. 
The truth is that we are given to ex­ 
pecting more of California energy, pluck, 
and the go-atiead spirit of our own than 
of the Eastern people. The loud growl­ 
er, the persistent grumbler in the late 
Sierra blockade was the Eastern man, who 
cursed deeply because the railroad men 
did not tunnel in an hour or so through 
snow 
drifts 
fifty 
feet 
deep 
on 
an 
up 
grade of 
one hundred and 
sixteen feet to the mile, at an altitude 
of over six thousand feet. These same 
Eastern grumblers think it not at all 
strange that their own roads should “shut 
up shop” when thirteen inches of snow 
confronts the iron horse. And, as said, 
there is no word of complaint from the 
carping critics of the California press who 
belabored the California railroad officials 
soundly, because a few days of delay re­ 
sulted from a fall of snow that drifted 
along the right of way from fifty to one 
hundred and fifty feet deep. 
Verily the 
evils that are afar off concern ns little, and 
<iur charity for those who serve us at home 
is-small indeed.

THE LONDON PE OTEST. 


Russia has for half a century or more 
been deaf to all appeals of civilized peo­ 
ple to modify her cruel Siberian penal 
system. 
It isnot possible forher to ignore 
now the protest that is going up over the 
world against 
the inhumanity of the 
Russian officials. 
The protesting meeting 
in London will, though it was nihilistic 
and the red flag floated ever it, make itself 
heard in .Russia, as will those others called 
and yet to be held. The means for the 
dissemination of news are such in this day 
of enlightenment, that the Russian servi­ 
tors will not be able to keep the facts from 
the Russian.people that other peoples are 
aroused against their government. I t is 
probably true that the mass of the Rus 
sinns are in ignorance of the gross crneltv 
of their Siberian system. A few unfortu­ 
nates return to their homes, hut they are 
wise enough to remain silent concerning 
the treatment they received is the arctic 
regions where Russia herds her political 
and other offenders.

THE EESULT A SURPRISE TO BOTH 
POLITICAL PARTIES. 


C om stock D efeats G reg o ry fo r M a y o r- 


L arg e M a jo rities fo r th e O th e r K e- 
im b lican C au d id ates. 


The city election came off yesterday, ac­ 
cording to previous announcement, but it 
did not result, in all respects, as was gen­ 
erally supposed it would. 
There were 
probably not a dozen well-informed per­ 
sons in the city yesterday m orning who 
really believed that Mayor Gregory would 
be defeated in his candidacy for re-election, 
w hile there were (as the result shows) a 
m ajority prepared to vote against him , for 
reasons best known to themselves and 
those who influenced their votes. In short, 
Mr. Gregory was defeated by a m sjority of 
forty-one votes in a total of 4,793. The 
vote compares favorably w ith those of the 
city elections of I8S7, 1888, and 1889, in 
which were cast, respectively, 4,559, 4,554 
and 4,726 votes. 
A lthough the head of the ticket was 
“slaughtered,” so to speak, the other Re­ 
publican candidates received old-tim e m a­ 
jorities. 
E. C. H art, for City Attorney, 
heads the list of w inners w ith a round 
1,500 majority; W arren F. Drew, for Chief 
of police, follows well up, with 1,199, and 
M. A. How ard feels perfectly safe with 
his little 965 m ajority. The candidates for 
Trustees of the Free Librarv received prac­ 
tically all the votes cast, they being on both 
tickets. H ere and there one or anoiher of 
them lost a vote, but two was the highest 
num ber any of the quintet lost in anv 
precinct. 
Breckenridge, the independent candidate 
for Chief of Police, received a few scatter­ 
ing votes, but not enough to cut any lignre 
in the count—possibly a couple of dozen or 
less. 
In the second precinct of the Second 
W ard somebody voted for E. M. Stevens 
for Chief of Police, and injthe second pre­ 
cinct of the T hird W ard one ballot was 
cast for W. F. K nox for First Trustee. 
Some parties were circulating a ticket con­ 
taining the names of the Democratic candi­ 
dates, except that of Dillman for Chief of 
Police, for which had been substituted the 
nam e of Mr. Breckenridge, bat—as the re­ 
sult show s—w ithout any success. 
It is conceded on all sides that Mr. Corn- 
stock, the successful candidate for Mayor, is 
an honest m an and a good citizen, and his 
friends believe that he will m ake an efficient 
officer. 
The Democrats were jubilant over their 
victory last night, and loud in their praises 
of the superior generalship of R. D. Steph­ 
ens,who made theirfight with consum mate 
skill. 
The defeat of Mayor Gregory was un­ 
questionably a great snrprise to his friends, 
and all sorts of speculations were indulged 
in last night to account for it. The pro­ 
gram m e of his enemies had been carried 
out very quietly, and w ith deadly effect. 
D uring the day it was rum ored that the 
Democratic State Central Committee had 
sent a large am ount of coin to this city to 
defeat him , but thi3 was not generally be­ 
lieved until the re!urns came in. These 
seemed to indicate that there was truth in 
the rum or. 
The general opinion seemed to be that 
Mr. Gregory was “knifed” by the friends of 
those who were defeated at the primaries, 
and was sold ont by those who professed to 
be working in bis interest.

L a G rippe R ap id ly L osing Its G rin —D e­ 
crease F ro m Ja n u a ry M ortality. 
The report of Dr. G. G. Tyrrell, Secretary 
of the Slate Board of H ealth, for the m onth 
of February, states that the m ortality for 
the m onth in 103 localities, w ith a popula­ 
tion estimated at 822,950, was 1,156, a 
m onthly percentage of 1 44 per 1,000, or a 
m ortality at the rate of 17 28 per annum , 
which is a m arked decrease from the m or­ 
tality recorded in January, which gave an 
annual dea'.h rate of 20 64. However, dis­ 
eases of the respiratory organs still occupy 
the most prom inent place in the history of 
causation. 
Consumption leads the list 
with 249 deaths. This is a decrease of 
21 from the January report. 
Pneum onia also presents the large m or­ 
tality of 160 deaths. 
Nevertheless it is a 
decrease of 68 from the last report. Eighty- 
eight of these deaths occurred in Sau F ran­ 
cisco, eight in Sacramento, six in Oakland, 
five in Los Angeles, four In San Jose and 
the rem ainder in sm aller num bers in dif­ 
ferent parts of the State. Bronchitis is 
credited with 38 decedents. This is also a 
reduction of 19 deaths from iast report, 
although It is much in excess of the usual 
m ortality recorded 
from 
this 
disease. 
D iphtheria and croup, colleciively, were 
fatal in 18 instances, which is a marked de­ 
crease from the fatality in January, when 
40 deaths were registered from these dis­ 
eases. 
Reports of sickness observed in over 100 
localities throughout the State indicate a 
very well marked subsidence in the fre­ 
quency and fatality of diseases of respira­ 
tory organs. The notes of a num ber of 
our correspondents convey the impression 
that in a m ajority of the districts heard 
from the condition of the public health 
was much more satisfactory than was to be 
expected, considering the extremely in­ 
clement weather that prevailed throughout 
the m onth. The decrease in the prevalence 
of disorders of the bowels was quite notice­ 
able, especially cholera infantum , which 
is hardly mentioned. The absetice from 
our 
reports 
of typhoid 
fever 
as 
a 
prevaling 
disease 
is 
remarkable, 
and 
is 
in 
some 
degree 
confirm atory of 
the observations of authorities upon this 
subject, th at a copious and continued rain­ 
fall so flushes and washes out the im puri­ 
ties of the soil and Ihe receptacles of filth 
that typhoid fever becomes perceptibly 
lessened in its frequency, if not entirely 
absent, from localities in which it was be­ 
fore prevalent. 
Dr. J. P. Booth writes that small-pox 
was prevalent in Las Vegas, Mexico, but 
was not allowed to pass the border, as far 
as could be ascertained. The fact of its ap­ 
pearance in Mexico should warn us to 
prepare for its coming into this Stale again, 
and provide against its spread by vaccina­ 
tion and re-vaccination before it is too late. 
H ealth officers should Eee that all school 
children in their several districts comply 
with the law providing lor vaccination, 
which is believed to be the most efficient 
mode of protection from this disease lhat 
the State is ebie to devise. 
Influenza is rapidly abating. Although 
mentioned in nearly all of our reports as 
still present in the State, it is characterized 
by its mild form and general absence of 
fatality. Probably the next report will 
convey the intelligence of its total disap­ 
pearance. 


LIABILITY OF EXECUTORS. 


I f T liey H old th e M oney o f an E sta te Too 
L ong T liey M ust P ay In te re s t. 
Chester H illiard died testate in Amador 
county in April, 1879, leaving real and per­ 
sonal property of the value of about $2,355, 
which he devised and bequeathed to his two 
m inor sons, Albert and George Hilliard- 
The will named Samuel W. Bright and 
M artin Dotta as executors, w ithout requir­ 
ing them to give bonds or security for the 
performance of their duties. 
The will was proved, and w ithin one 
year after their appointm ent the executors 
sold all the property and paid all the debts 
of the estate, but appear not to have re­ 
ported to the Probate Court any account 
thereof, nor of any of their transactions in 
regard to the estate, until, in obedience to 
en order of that Court, they filed their 
final account on the 15tb day of July, 1889, 
whereby it appeured that they had received 
in cash from the estate $2 355 43, of which 
they had disbursed $1,764 85, leaving in 
their hands $590 58. 
On July 29th. after the filing of this ac­ 
count, A. C. H illiard, one of deceased's 
eons, then over 21 years of age, filed his 
written objection to the item of $150, 
charged as having been paid Mrs. Oaks on 
January 23, 1883. and to another item 
charged as having been -laid the same per­ 
son on November 16. 1881, on the ground 
that neither of these item s had been paid. 
He cited that interest should bo charzed 
the executors from May 15, 1SS9, as twelve 
m onths should have been sufficient lime 
for the final settlement. 
The issue thus raised was 
regularly 
tried, and the Court overruled the objection 
of H illiard, and approved and allowed the 
final accouut of the executors in all re­ 
spects as rendered by them . 
From the 
order approving and allowing the final 
account of the executors, 
H iiiiard ap­ 
pealed upon a bill of exceptions. 
Tho Supreme Court, yesterday filed its 
opinion in the case in the office of the 
Clerk of the Sacramento District. 
It mod­ 
ifies the judgm ent of the lower Court, 
which is directed to charge up interest 
against the executors. 


SUPERIOR COURT.

WYOMING’S BILL.

SALARIES OF JUDGES. 
The House Judiciary Committee today re­ 
ported favorably a substitute for the Senate bill 
174, fixing the salaries of United State Judges at 
$5,000. ’i iie sub-titule provides that the Judges 
shall receive the following salaries: Southern 
District o: New York, $6,000: Districts of Massa­ 
chusetts Northern and Eastern; District of New' 
York, District of New Jersey, Eastern District 
of Pennsylvania, Northern District of Illinois, 
Eastern District of Missouri, Northern District 
of California, and Eastern District of Louisiana, 
$5.000; Southern District of Ohio, District of 
Maryland. Western District of Pennsylvania, 
and Southern District of California, $1.500; the 
salaries of ad other District Judges $4,000. The 
report says that there is a great demand for an 
increase oí salaries, as the present sums pre­ 
clude the employment of eminent lawyers, 
greatly interferes with securing eood men,’and 
tem pts our best jurists to resign their places. At 
present tae salaries are: Judge Hotiman, Sun 
Francisco, $5.000; Judge Billings, of New o r­ 
leans $4.500. Judge Blodgett of Chicago. Judge 
Louis of Baltimore, Judge Nelson of Boston, 
Jud¿e Nixon of Treuton. Judge Brown ot New 
York, Judge Benedict of Brooklyn, Judge Coxe 
of Utica.

T A U L B E E ’S D EA TH . 


T h e M an W ho Shot H im is L ooked Up in 
th e W ash in g to n J a il. 


W a s h in g t o n , March 11th.—Ex-Congressman 
Taulbee of Kentucky 
died at 5 o’clock this 
morning. Taulbee had been unconscious for 
some time before his death, and his death was 
painless. An autopsy will be held this after­ 
noon. 
Charles S. KinCaid, a jourualist, gave Taulbee 
th e wound which caused his death, on the 22d 
of February, in the corridors of the Capitol, the 
particulars’ of which affair were widely pub­ 
lished at the time. William Preston Tauibte of 
8aylersviile was born iu Morgan county. Ky., 
October -J. 1S51, and w /s educated in private 
county schools; studied for the ministry from 
1875.to 1878, aud foi the law from 1878 to 1881. 
He was elected Clerk to the Magoffin County 
Court in 1878 and re elected in 1882. He was a 
m em ber of the Forty-ninth and Fiftieth Con­ 
gresses. 
Ee came from one of the mountain 
districts of Kentucky. 
He was of tall figure, 
w ith a frame sinewy and strong, but lean. 
He was known in the House as a ready talker, 
and was more frequently on his leet than any 
other young member. He had an immtnsely 
powerlul voice, aud in the tum ult which some­ 
tim es occurred in the House it could always be 
heard above the din. 
Kincaid, who has been out on bail, was ar­ 
rested a verv short while after Taulbee s death, 
aud was locked up to await the action of the 
Courts. 
A reporter visited the station-house soon after 
K incaid s arrest, aud found him looking rale 
and sicklv. He seemed entirely oblivious to his 
surroundings, and is a wreck of his former self 
K incaid's condition is serious, and it is the 
opinion of many of his fritnds that he will not 
live to stand his trial. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, March 11th.—In the Senate to­ 
day the House amendment to the Senate con­ 
current resolution instructing the Senate and 
House Committees on Immigration to investi­ 
gate the working of the various laws on immi- 
Srarion was taken up. It adds to the scope of 
the inquiry the subject of the purcna>e of 
Am erican industries by foreign capital. After 
some discussion the m atter went over without 
action. 
Among the petitiors presented and re'erred 
was ore from Florida asking for a dnty of II a 
to x on foreign oranges. 
Senator Mitchell Introduced a joint resolution 


that with bloody hands and wicked intentions 
he had managed by fraud and violence to con­ 
struct u Leg slatnre of that character. I sup­ 
pose my friend from Louisiana would say that 
all that had not been said yesterday, and that it 
was very improper for me, behind his back, to 
have it inserted in the Record.” 
Daniels interrupted, and asked that Edmunds’ 
words be taken down. 
Presiding Officer Ingalls asked I aniels to 
state the words to which he took excéptica, so 
the official reporter m ight know exactly the 
sentence to be written down. 
Daniels said he understood (he Senator from 
Vermont to impute distinctly to the Senator 
from Louisiana the defense of murder, and it 
was to that language he excepted to. The sen­ 
tence was written out by the official repor er. 
and having been read by the Clerk, Daniels said 
those were not the words he excepted to. 
At the suggestion of Hosr, Daniels and the re­ 
porter retired to And the obj ectionable sentenace 
After a few minutes Daniels returned, and shid 
as it was difficult to find the sentence he would 
not press the m atter. 
Edmunds said the Record purported to be a 
true account of the proceedings, but the Senator 
from Florida so far forgets himself in the mo 
ment of heat as to cause to be Drinted an appar­ 
ently carefully drawn-up statement imputing to 
a Senator from another State, and in new lan 
guaee. a crime. 
After some further debate, Call submitted 
some remarks, in his own vindication, some of 
Chandler’s expressions imputing to him the 
possibility of provoking homicide. 
The vote resulted: yeas 27, nays 11; no quorum. 
Among the affirmative votes were Gray, Augh. 
Turpie and Vance. Without disposing of the 
m atter the Senate adjourned.

miners escaped without assistance through 
a crevice 
They say they passed heaps of dead 
men aud had to crawl over their bodies. They 
believe none except themselves survived the 
disaster. 
STILL BURNING. 
London, March 11th.—The fire in the Morsa 
colliery is spreading. There is no hope of recov­ 
ering the bodies. Seveuty-tive per cent, of the 
victims were m atried and leave families. The 
latest estimate is 1U0 killed.
